THE FRONTIER DIFFERENCES. 

LONDON, January 7.—Detailed reports of 
Russian military preparatious which come 
from various points on the Austrian and Ger- 
man frontiers are beginning to excite atten- 
tion throughout Europe. A pamphlet has 

just been issued, wherein the frontier defenses 
between Germany and Russia are elaborately 
discussed, and the respective advantages of 
the differet plans of invasion on either 
side canvassed. The author is evidently a 
German military man, and the appearance 
ofsuch «a pumphlet under present cireuim- 
stances is regarded in Berlin as highly signiti- 
cant. The writer ¢xpresses the belief that 
Germany’s eastern frontier is sufficiently de- 
fended and that German forces can be easily 
and quickly mobilized and thrown upon im- 
portant pointsin suflicient strength, even on 
the shortest notice, to hold Russians at bay on 
the frontier until measures of resistance in 
the interior can be thorouchly orzanized. 

SIGNIFICANT SENTENCES. 

The ee ee closes the treatise: 
‘(When atthe béginning of September the 
venerable German Emperor visited Alexnn- 
der at Alexandrowa he showed to the world, 
with the gratified concurrence of his people, 
that his traditional friendly relations to Rus- 
sia___— still existed, and consequently 
allayed the excitement which had 
been caused in Europe by newspaper recrim- 
nations extending over several months. If 
the Emperor Alexander uttered the words 
ascribed to him by the public journals, ‘Thank 
God, 

A WAR WITH GERMANY 
is an impossibility,” he spoke, we may well 
believe, in accordance with the feelings of the 
great majority of his loyal subjects. These 
words are, itis to be hoped, to be effaced 


neither by the Nihilists nor the Pan- 
Slavonic agitators, nor by thios 2 
restless statesmen and generals who, not- 


withstanding their experience of the Russo- 
Turkish war, desire to satiate their thirst for 
clory by an attack upon Germany. Should 
they venture uponthis they may perhaps find 
their object will be a trifle more difficult of 
attainment in this counery than it proved in 
Turkev.”? 

GERMANY’S MEANS OF TRANSPORTATION. 


-_LONDON, January 7.—The Augsburg All- 


gemeine Zeitung of the 5th inst. contains an ‘ 


article on Germany’s easternand Russia’s 
western line of defease, which concludes as 
follows: Germany’s army required nine days 
for mobilization ana for _ transport 
to the eastern frontier. It would have at its 
disposal the Koenigsberg and Evdtkuhnen, 
Koenigsberg and Lykdantzie and  Soldan, 
Dantzic and Thom, Berlin and Lemberg, 
Berlin, Posen and Inowracklaw, Breslau 
and WilheImsbruck, Breslau and Myslow itz, 
and Dresden, Liegnitz, Neisse and Myslo- 
witz Railways. Thus the German armies 
would appear on the Polish frontier and be 
able to cross it sooner than the enemy. 
HOHENLOHE’S SPEECH. 

The Cologne Gazette, ina long article re- 
ferring tothe speech of Prince Hohenlohe, 
German Ambassador at Paris, on the ovca- 
sion of President Grevy’s reception of the 
Diplomatic Corps, New Year’s day, declares 
the peace of Europe is threatened by Russia 
only, and Germany and Austria are deter- 
mined to hold Russia in check. The article 
is remarkable for its threatening tone to- 


wards France and _ hostility to Rus- 
sia. It declares Bismarck on- 
ly authorized Hohenlohe’s speech, 


in which he expresseu the cordial sentiments 
of Germany towards France, after De Freyci- 
net, the French Premier, in reply to Prince 
Bismarck’s inquiry, had given. a satisfactory 
statement of his foreign policy, and adds that 
no ministry in France can last long if Bis- 
marck opposes it. ,

There now lies under sentence of death in 
the jail at Carlisle a woman named Mrs. Zell, 
convicted of poisoning a neighbor, Mrs. 

The circumstances under which this 
woman was tried are so remarkable, the crime 
so deficjent in motive, the evidence so meagre 
and the hope of — so slight that a popu- 
lar movement has been set on foot both in 
Carlisle and this city to have the cause argued 
before the Supreme Court and a new 
trial ordereds, Here, again, the formali- 
ties of procedure stand in the way, for 
the lawyers for the prisoner, apparently 
thinking their client free of any danger of 
conviction, did not take any ee to the 
evidence that was introduced dur ng the trial, 
and are, therefore, without any necéssary ex- 


cuses Which precedent recognizes for the. 


granting of anewtrial. The woman is poor 
and friendleas, and oppused to her are several 
persons who were before the trial more or less 
suspected of thecrime. Oueof these persons, 
against whom an indictment was at one time 
issued by the grand jury, was ¢be jvitness who 
secured Mrs. Zell’s conviction, If the case is 
reopened it will certainly become a celebrated 
one in Pennsylvania crimival annals, because 
several of the most prominent lawyers in the 
State have espoused the cause of the wretched 
woman and will do their best to save her. 
COST OF A KINDNESS. 

The facts in the case may be briefly stated 
as follows: Mrs. Kiehl, an old lady of eighty- 
two years, lived at Carlisle and a near neigh- 
bor was Mrs. Zell. ‘The latter bore a rather 
blemished reputation, from the fact of her 
marriage many years «go into a family of des- 
peradoes and ‘‘barnburners.’’ It was shown 
that she had been divorced from her husband 
more than twelve years, but the association of 
her name with outlaws weighed  beavilv 
against her. Her persoral character for 
morality was not of the best, butit was con- 
ceded that she was a good-natured, kind- 
hearted woman, who, not without faults her- 
self, could overlook those of others. Although 
quite poor and compelled to wash clothes to 
support herself, she was always performing 
small acts of charity among those 
of her condition in life. So tt 
happened that when old Mrs. Kiehl fell down 
and badly sprained her knee some months 
ago, Mrs. Zell was among the first to call ou 
her, to bandage the swollen limb and to make 
the invalid some broth and coffee. Several 
other ladies called, notably a Mrs. Reed. 
Mrs. Zell’s visits were not thrust upon the old 
dady, but were made at such times as she was 
able to leave her work. Mrs. Kiehl lingered 
along for several weeks and finally died. Her 
extreme age and the shock which her consti- 
tution had received were accepted as sutticient 
reasons for her death, and it was not until two 
weeks after her burial that a quarrel between 
her heirs over the distribution ef the little prop- 
ertv which she left raised the charge that she 
had been poisoned. 

A SINGULAR PROSECUTION, * 

A post-mortem was ordered and the body 
was found to be so badly decomposed—except 
the stomach and liver—that no accurate con- 
clusion could be reacbed as to the cause of 
death. The stomach and liver were. how- 
ever, greatly inflamed and were handed over 


to a young druggist fresh from a six menths’. 
He tested for 


course of chemistry at college. 
arsenic and found it present in large quanti- 
ties, as be claimed; althongh exverienced 
chemists of this city, to whom his testimony 
has been submitted, declare that the arsenical 
showing in the tests may have resulted from 
the reagents he employed. All this time, be 
it remembered, the finger of guilt had point- 
ed at another person than Mrs. Zell, a relative 
of the District Attorney. Mrs. Reed went to 
the stand and convicted Mrs. Zellinthe fol- 
lowing testimony: ‘*‘OQne day during Mrs. 
Kiehl’s illness she had called in to see the in- 
valid, and while there had drunk some coffee; 
this coffee bad made her violently sick; she 
asked Mrs. Kiehl where the coffee had came 
from, andthe old lady answeredthat Mrs. 
Zeli sentit over; the circumstance had not 
impressed her at the time, atthough she had 
made the remark to somebody that she felt as 
if she had been poisoned.’’ 
MAY HAVE BEEN AN ACCIDENT. 

It was in vain that Mrs. Zell’s counsel tried 
to stem the current that now set in against 
their client. Mrs. Zell’s coffee pots had all 
been searched and nothing in the shape of poi- 
son had been found. Mrs. Kiehl’s house, on 
the other hand. seemed a regular chemist’s 
shop. Arsenic was found in several old tea 
and coffee pots. and a large paper parcel of 
the poison was found ona shelf of the cup- 
board, with Mrs. Reed’s name on it. Despite 
all these facts, and in the absence of any proof 
that the arsenic was in anv Way connected 
with the prisoner, the Judge (a young man 
named M. C. Herman) failed to point out to 
the jury the absence of this all impertant link 
in the chain of circumstantial evidence, and 
the jury convicted the woman of murder in 
the first degree. 

EFFORTS TO SECURE JUSTICE. 

The simple truth is that while Mrs. Zell 
might have committed such a crime, proof of 
the existence of a crime, and, in Mrs. Zell’s 
case, Ofany motive whatever. was not fur- 
nished. The poisoning may have been acci- 
dental, which would not be unlikely in a 
housebold where arsenic and baking soda 
were keptin the same cupboard. Rufus E. 
Shapley, of this city, is now engaged in pre- 
paring the case for argument before the Su- 
preme Court, and if a new trial is obtained a 
second edition of the Hayden trial may be ex- 

ected. Especial interest is drawn to the case 

ecause ten years ago, inthe same city of Car- 
liste, a prominent pbysician was in the same 
manner, and on even less evidence, convicted 
of having poisoned a patient, and only saved 
from execution by the intervention of the Su- 
preme Court. The entire medical profession 
of the State, it will be remembered, rose in 
arms and resolutions were framed at a con- 
vention inthis city setting forth that with 
such a precedent onthe records it would be 
unsafe for any physician to attend a dying pa- 
tient. The chemical features of the present 
case much resemble the trial of 1869.

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A MONSTER SHIP, 


The New Inman Steamer Now Building. 


[From the Soston Herald. | 


A new steamship. which, when completed, 
will be the largest and finest merchant vessel 
in the world, is now being built at Barrow, 
England, forthe Inman Line. She will be 
ready for use in the spring of 1881, and will 
then begin making regular trips between this 
port and Liverpool. The City of Rome was 
regarded as the most appropriate name which 
could be given to this addition to the Inman 
fleet. Her dimensions are to be as follows: 
Length of keel, 546 feet; length over all 590 
feet; breadth of beam, 52 feet; depth of hold, 
08 feet 9 inches, and depth from top of deck- 
housesto keel, 52 feet. Her measurement 
will be 8,300 tons, or over 2,000 tons larger 
than either the City of Berlin, or the Arizona, 
and 800 tons larger than the Servia, the new 
Cunard steamship. which will be completed 
this fall. She will be over fqur-fifths the size 
of the Great Eastern. The engines of the City 
of Rome will be of 8,500-horse power, with 
six eylinders, three of which are bigh-pres- 
sure and three low-pressure. There will be 
eight boilers, heated by forty-eight furnaces, 
and the vessel can be propelled at the rate of 
I8 1-4 knots an hour. She will carry four 
large masts and three smoke funnels. A large 
spread of canvas can be set. which will enable 
the steamship to make good _ time, if 
Recessary, without the aid of the 
engines. The saloon and state- 
rooms will be placed amidships, and will con- 
tuin every facili-y for comfort and luxury. 
All the latest improvements are to be added, 
and the entire cabin will be splendidly fur- 
nished and upholstered. ‘There will be 275 re- 
volving chairs at the saloon tables, and the 
state-rooms will eusily accommodate 300 first- 
class passengers. A drawing-room, which 
can be occupied by 100 ladies at once, will be 
placed on the deck, immediately over the 
saloon. The smoking-room will be above 
the drawing-room, and will accommodate 100 
smokers at once. ‘The saloon will coatain six 
bath-rooms. There will be room on board for 
almost any number of steerage passengers, 
and space for an enormous quantity of freight 
inthe hold. The City of Rome is to be built 
of steel, with double bottom and eleven bulk- 
boilers’ space. These will greatly decrease 
are to be run through the engines’ and 
beads. Two longitudinal bulkheads 
the danger of the vessel sinkingin case of a 
collision. The top decks are to be of the best 
teak. No expense to be spared to make this 
magnificent steamship perfeet in every re- 
spect. She will have the highest classification 
of any vesselin the Liverpool Red-book and 
in the British Lloyds.

The French Government has been doin 
everything possible to improve the breed o 
horses in France. Notonlyis a large sum 
set aside each year for the support of riding 
and training schools, besides more than $250,- 
000 given by the State and local authorities to 
the various flat, steeple, and trotting races, 
but $270,000 were spent last year in prizes for 
the best brood mures and sires. Of this sum 
5,784 mares divided premiums worth about 
$ 160,000, and 1,050 sires received close upon 
$110,000. During last year the Government 
spent $400,000 in the purchase of sires, anda 
commissioncr is sent to Turkey every year to 
procure pure blooded Arab stallions. The 
effect is seen in the wonderful success of 
race horses upon the English turf. Three 
times within the last sevgn -years a French 
sportsman has been first on the Ist uf success- 
fulowners in England, and last year more 
than $160,000 was won either by horses bred 
in France and owned there, or by horses 
French-bred but owned in England..

A Scandalous Incident in the Streets oy 
a Peruvian City.

CaLLao, November 8.—Upon the news ap. 
nouncing the loss of Pisagua, an unfounded 
rumor was circulated in Lima and Callao to 
the effect that the Philian soidiery had treateg 
Peruvian women, with cross brutality 
This rumor spread like wildtire, and tinally 
the streets were filled with abandoned Pery. 
vian women, and with the lower classes of 
both sexes. A large number of native Chilis, 
women reside here and in Lima, many of the, 
' being married to foreigners, while others }yo. 

long to the abandoned order. A ery was rajs. 
ed of ‘Death to the Chilenos,’’ and a rus) 
was made for the quarter where the latte; 
class of Chitian women live. Upward of twen. 
ty or thirty of them were ruthlessly seized ), 
the infuriated mob of viragoes, stripped of thei 
clothing, dragged through the streets by the 
bair, and peited with rocks until they wer, 
in a frightful condition of suffering. 
Two or three were jumped 
cut, and otherwise 
and left lifeless in the 
street without any covering over their bodies, 
After turning over about sixty Chilian womey 
to the provost guard, the mub madea rus) 
for the Hotel de Iquigque, where respectable 
Chilian women live. ‘There the same scene 
were enacted as before, if not worse, as by 
this time the viragoes were inflamed by liquor 
and were encouraged by a large number o 
the National »Guard, who were mungling 
among the crowd, and were also under the 
influence of intoxicants. What were the ay. 
thorities doing while this hellish work was in 
progress may be asked. Nothing. At last, 
when the Captain of the post concluded 
that these riotuus demonstrations were in- 
creasing in mugnitude, and when he saw that 
the mob was commencing to plunder, he or- 
dered a company of troops to clear the streets, 
This force. under the Sub-Prefect, made a 
charge with Uxed bayonets on the mob, whieh 
was now congregated about the plaza on the 
Calle de Constitucion. This charge was 
effectual in scattering the mob of women, who, 
as they fled, dropped their prey, which con- 
sisted of a cozen_ terror-stricken Chiliao 
women, compietely denuded. These were 
taken by the authorities and placed inthe 
Cuartel, witha strong guard over them w 
protect them from further violence. 

In all about 100 Chilian women were in the 
hands of the mob, and had it not been for the 
soldiery, even though they were tardy in ren- 
dering assistance, many would have met with 
a cruel and barbarous death. The male portion 
of the pepulace did not take any active part in 
the disorders, but they were abettors of the 
mob, passjVely looking on, and not attempting 
to queil these acts. A number of the Chilian

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AN ECCENTRIC RICH MAN. 
— a 
suicide of the Wealthiest Bachelor in 
Northern Onio. 
(Cleveland (Ohid) Special, January 6.) 
Leonard Case, Cleveland ’seccentric bache- 
ior millionaire, was found dead on the floor of 
Lis slecping-room early tbis morning, having 
committed suicide by an overdose: of chloro- 
form. IJlis head was enveloped ina blanket, 
which, being unfolded, disclosed a sponge, 
saturated with chloroform, “which had _ evi- 
dently been held close against his mouth. He 
pad retired at 12 o’clock, after an evening at 
whist, and appeared .to be in unusually good 
spirits. He had been a great invalid for fifty 
years. and could have survived but a short 
time longer. His physician had put him to 
ned regularly every nigot for two years. 


When his father, the late Leonard 
Case, | came to Cleveland, about 
ISl0, this was almost a wilderaess. Cuse 


was amanof small means, and a farmer be- 
coming indebted to him for a yoke of oxen, he 
was compelled, reiuctantly, to accept a ten- 
acre lot for the debt. That lot is now in the 
henrtof theecitv, and made the Cuses 
millionarics. wonard Case left two sons, 
William and Leonard,Jr. William was for- 
merly President of the Lank Shore Ruilroad, 
and afterwards Mayor. William died in 182, 
snd Leonard, the elder, in 1865, both without 
leaving a will, ard Leonard, Jr., thus came 
into possession of a property estimated to be 
then worth $7,000,000, ‘This has nearly doub- 
jed since 1865, so that when Leonard Case 
died he was the riche-t landed proprietor in 
the State. lle was born in 1820, graduated at 


Yale, studied Jaw in Cincinnati, and was ad- 
mitted to practice in Isiz. He never followed 
his profession, however. He was one of the 
finest wathematicians in the country, 
and besides a line classical 
scholar. Some one in 1855 fhaving made the 


ussertion that the Atlantic Monthly would not 
sccepta poem from a Western source, no 
mwattcr bow meritorious, he .wrote and sent 
anonymously **Treasure Trove,’’ an histor- 
ical poem, Which was accepted and afterwards 
reprinted in book form. In 1876 he published 


a volume that was favorably received. His 
coventricities were many. When a young 
wan he purchased ten beautiful steeds, and 


presented them, handsomely ciparisoned, to 
as many of his lady friends. Noticing an old 
acouaintance Walking the street in a dejected 
manner, and evidently meditatingon a recent 
loss of fortune, he siipped up behind him, 
and, placing in his hands, which were folded 
behind bis back, arol! of bills, amounting to 
$0, fled precipitately, before the man could 
discover his benefactor. (ne day he drove to 
Bone, 
the city editor,to take a drive. Passing along 
one of the principal residence streets,he point- 
ed out several Jlots, and asked Mr. Bone 
which he thought the most eligible for 
building. Bone madeasclection, and Case 
said. ** Well, build a house on itand send me 
the bills. When itis completed I7ll give vou 
a deed of the property.’’ And he did, much 
to the astonishinent of the scribe. Wishing 
to give a needy person asuitof clothes withe 
out letting the fact become known, he took 
himtoa clothing house just after au election 
and told the clothier to give the man a suit, as 
he had lost it to hima on awaver. <A few vears 
azo he walked into a meeting of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, laid 41,00) on the 
table, and left without saving a word. He 
never would votice «a direct appeal for charity, 
and some ladies, having solicited his help, he 
whutfed them flatly. The next day thev 
received a S000 bill anonymously. He founded 
Cuse Library eiving tothe association a proper- 
ty worth 5200,000, Tle emploved an agent to dis- 
pense charity secretly,and gave away during 


hislife thousands of dollars. He brought 
Prof. Stockwell, the most) eminenatemathe- 


matic astropomer since Laplace, to Clevelaad 
and built bins a tine house and observatory, 
besides giviig himastated income for the 


supportof his family. He did many other 
things forthe cause of astronomy and geo- 
¢raphy,m both of which studies he was an 


enthusiast. He never forgave ingratitude. 
Having established a friend in New York in 
the dry goods business, the man squandered 
his money to the extent of $59,000, and then 
eame to Cleveland to explaim matters. Case 
refused to see him or hold anv com inunica- 
tion ‘with him. Thereupon hemadea _ pro- 
lege of a voung son of ex-Mavor Chapin,and 
onhis birthday, a few years since, pre- 
sented him witha cheek for $2to00. Nu- 
merous buildings in Cieveland were erected 
by the Cases, but those which are most widely 
known are Cuse Hall and Case Block, which is 
occupied by the city ata reut of nearly $50,- 
wOannualiy. Leonard Case hack no public 
spirit, and was a hindrance rather than a help 
tothecityvy. Ile owned 2,000 acres of unim- 
proved land within the city limits. Whena 
young ian he met a poor girl at dancing 
sehool, and fell desperately in love with her. 
She was beantiful and charming. but Leonard 
failed io win her, and ever after smiled not 
upon Women. tis thought that this expe- 
rience did much to render hun a recluse. He 
died leaving no will, and his vast estate will go 
to some thirty or forty cousins living in differ- 
ent parts of the country, but mainly in South- 
western Illinois. “> :

The disposition of the vast property belong- 
ing to the late Duke of Portland is beginning 
to be much discussed in society. and seems to 
have created the amount of surprise and dis- 
appointment usually attending the testamen- 
tarv arrangements of wealthy magnates. It 
had been well known that, provided the late 
peer and his brother died without mgle issue. 
the valuable London property—originaily de- 
rived from the Harleys, Earls of Oxford, and 
the Holles, Dukes of Newcastle—and also 
the Ayrshire estates, formerly belonging to 
General Scott, would be shared equally by his 
three surviving sisters for life, with remainder 
absolutely to the heir male of each or all of 
them. Accordingly. Lady Ossington, Lady 
Howara de Walden, and Lady 
Henrietta Bentinck now succeed _ to 
the large fortune under the will 
of their father, the fourth Duke, and it is 
understood that it will produce them about 
£50,000 a yeareach, the metropolitan part, 
moreover, being of an improving nature. One 
of these ladies 1s unmarried, and of the ether 
two only Lady Howard de Walden has heirs 
male, so that eventually Lord Howard de 
Walden or his heir male will succeed in this 
enormous fortune. This, however, by no 
means leaves the new inheritor of the duke- 
doma pauper. Lis cousin has bequeathed to 
bim, IT hear, not only the family estates in 
various Gounties which were not entasled on 
the title, but also those in Caithuess, which he 
had bimseif purchased, valued at more than 
three-quarters of a million, and personal pro- 
perty to an immense amount, together with 
funded property exceeding, it is said, a mil- 
lion sterling. The whole bequest is believed 
to realize quite a hundred and fifty thousand 
avear.

SENATOR GARFIELD 

The unanimous choice of Mr. Garfield by 
the Republican caucus virtually elevates 
him to the Senate for the term of six years 
as the successor of Senator Thurman, who, 
however, will not retire until the 4th of 
March, 1881. If any action can be both 
natural and extraordinary this is. 

Undoubtedly, General Garfield isa man 
of great intellectual power. In point of liter- 
ary attainments, oratorical gifts, original- 
ity of perception,and breadth of information, 
it is no exaggeration to rank Mr. Garfield 
among the very first of the public men of 
this country. He is, beyond question, a 
very able man, and will make a very able 
Senator. He has rendered very great ser- 
vices to the Republican party, and, from a 
partisan standpoint, deserved premotion. 
He was, intellectually, far ahead of any of 
his competitors or rivals, and, consi@ering 
ope his elevation was perfectly natural. 

t, considering the dark record and 
character of Mr. Garfield, his election is 
ceftainly most extraordinary. When the 
Credit Mobilier revelations shocked the 
whole country, sending Oakes Ames and 
Brooks to a premature grave and immuring 
Schuyler Colfax and other great Republican 
lights, James A. Garfield was supposed to 
be politically killed forever. The proof 
was conclusive. He had to admit, as 
he could not deny, that he _ received 
the Credit Mobilier bribe stock, for which 
not a penny was paid, and eformous cash 
\dividends, for no other services except the 
votes and influence of Congressmen in con- 
nection with railroad legislation. Garfield 
even receiveda larger amount of stock than 
many other members and Senators. Soon 
after thi® revelation the so-called District- 
of-Columbia Ring was investigated and 
another explosion occurred, which politi- 
cally seemed to obliterate whatever 
might have possibly been left 
of Mr. Garefild. It was shown by 
sworn evidence that Mr. Garfield, as chair- 
man of the Committee on Appropriations, re- 
ceived $5,000 from the Shepherd ring to in- 
sert in the regular appropriation bill a 
large sum of money for a scandalous street 
pavement contract at Washington. It was 
shown that Mr. Garfield refused to report 
that appropriation until he received the 
$5,000, but immediately after did report it 
and secured its passage through the House. 
The evidence was so overwhelming that Mr. 
Garfield could not deny the charge. He 
went before the committee, admitted that 
he received the $5,000, but claimed as a 
defense that it was not for his action as 
chairman of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions butasa fee to secure the contract 
from the District Board. But not even 
this flimsy defense could stand. On the 


contrary, it proved more disastrous than if

the party from oné end to the other, would Mr. Garfield had made no defense at ail. 


It was shown by absolutely undeniable 
testimony that Mr. Garfield had mever in 
his life spoken or written one syllable 
about that contract uatil after it was award- 
‘ed and just before the appropriation by 
Congress was needed. So the Rev. Mr. 
Garfield had simply added the proof of 
perjury to that of bribery. These are facts 
based on official historical, records. 
At the first election after these 
posutes Mr. Garfield very narrowly escaped 
defeat by his own party. Had he lived in 
any othér district, he would have certainly 
been defeated and retired to private life. 
But his district—the Western Reserve—has 
the largest Republican majority of any dis- 
trict in the North—about 15,000—and, 
though he lost heavily, the ‘‘machine’’ nar- 
rowly carried him through. 

That so confessedly venal and corrupt a 
character should obtain a seat in 
the United States Senate is_ certain- 
ly remarkable. It is a significant 
sign of the times. It is characteristic of the 
Republican party. It shows the disarming 
power of talent and genius. It proves that 
with time everything can be overeome. 
Had Garfield been an ordinary Congress- 
man he would have been retired to obsture 
private life forever. But he had brains— 
and lots of. it—he had _ energy, 
push and—time,. and he is to- 
day among the foremost men 
of the nation and, if Republicanism pre- 
vails, may yet occupy the White House. 

Why not? However venal and corrupt 
Mr. Garfield may be, the similar proof 
against Blaine was equally strong. Yet 
he is the idol of the Republican party. 
Sherman’s character is certainly not one 
whit better; really much worse. Yet 
he is, next to Grant, the most prom- 
inent Republican - candidate for the 
Presidency. Robeson was covered with 
proof of most imfamous corruption. Yet 
he was elected to the House, where, next 
to Gartield, he was the most prominent Re- 
publican leader. Belknap and Babcock 
narrowly escaped the Penitentiary. Yet 
they occupy conspicuous places among 
Grant’s intimate friends. to-day. Matt. 
Carpenter was convicted of dishonor, yet 
he is a Republican Senator. 

It is not character that the Republican 
machine seeks or honors. It recognizes and 
elevates leaders, but only after they have 
shown audacity and brains, and not until 
they have lost whatever character or claims 
to respectability they may have ever had. 


NO COMPROMISE. 

It has doubtless occurred to those of our 
readers who have followed the testimony 
taken this week and last at Leavenworth 
in the libel suit of Carlotta Patti against 
the Post-Dispatcn, that this lady never 
met with such colossal enemies in her whole 
life as the lawyers who have persuaded her 
to bring this action. So far asthe lady is 
concerned we have repeatedly said that she 
enjoys our sympathy. We regret that she 
should have been made the subject of a 
newspaper article of an unpleasant charac- 
ter, and we feel sorry that she should have 
permitted herself to be dragged into the 
courts in search of a vindication which is 
likely to prove more serious than any pub- 
lication ever made by us. Her lawyers will 
take her money, utterly regardless of how 
her character may be made to suffer, and in 
the end she will learn with bitterness that 
she has been made a foolof. No punish- 
ment that she can inflict upon us and no 
damage that she can obtain will ever repay 
her for the loss which she has already 
sustained by this ill-advised action. Her 
lawyers are her worst enemies, and, if we 
hated her with fiendish intensity, we 
couldn’t wish her a greater calamity than 
that which overtook her when she fell 
into their hands. These persons 
have acted disreputably toward us. 
They have attempted to make a vicarious 
sacrifice of us and in asserting ‘that we 
sought tocompromise their action—there- 
by admitting our guilt—they have malici- 
Ously injured us. Our reputation for truth 
and reputability is as dear to us as Madame 
Patti’s reputation as a singer or as a lady 
of correct habits. In bringing this action 
against us they have forced us to protect 
ourselves. It is no light thing to be charged 
with libeling people. We have no desire to 
be known as that kind of a newspaper. We 
wish to have the public educated to the 
point of believing that the Post-Disratcu 
is a fair, honorable, conscientious purvey- 
or of news; that when we make a publica- 
tion we do {fin the interest. of the public 
and without bias. We cannot afford to be 
annoyed and blackmailed by shysters and 
pettifoggers whenever anybody chooses to 
take exceptions to what we publish, and 
when forced into the courts we will 
do what we can to defend ourselves. 
We have no malice, and in conduct- 
ing our business seek to do the broadest 
justice. When the charge was made that 
we had libeled Madame Patti there was 
nothing left for us but to establish the fact 
that we had done nothing of the kind. 
That’s what is being done at Leavenworth. 
itis being shown that whatever damage 
Mad. Patti sustained was self-inflicteff. 
We are sorry that we have been forced into 
this attitude of defense, but the issue is 
upon us, and we have no compromise to 


make. It is to our interest to show gentle- 


ex- 


men of the legal profession who are ambi- 
tious of notoriety that mali¢ious libel suits 
against newspapers are not to be classed 
under the head of intellectual diversion or 
physical pastime. : 


Ir would seem that the Washington 
people are actively at work to secure the 
holding of the , next National Dhmocratic 
Convention in their town. The new build- 
ing of the Smithsonian Institute is spoken 
of as likely to afford accommodation for 
the body, and it is urged that the neutral 
political character of the District will pre- 
vent outside pressure in favor of special 
candidates. This latter claim is mere bosh. 
Washington City is nothing but a seething 
political catch-basin. Every man jn the 
town, from the head of a department to the 
negro bootblack, is interested in politics, 
and they all base their hopes of future 
happiness on the election of some particu- 
lar person to the Presidency. It would be 
very nice for our candidate, Mr. Bayard, to 
have the convention held in Washington,for 
the entire population of Delaware could 
walk over at little or no expense, but at 
the same time Washington is very con- 
venient for those New Yorkers. Mr. Tilden 
would’be there in force, and as it is under- 
stood that his influence will be purely ma- 
levolent we want to keep the convention as 
far as possible from him. Besides, the 
malaria and whisky are both bad in Wash- 
ington and the influence of the Hayes Ad- 
ministration would be highly injurious. 
Another drawback would be the tendency 
on the part of the delegates and visitors to 
stay in Washington when once they had 
got there. This would make it very em- 
barrassing for the next Democratic Admin- 
istration, for these fellows would all be 
hupgry and clamorous for office and it 
would be difficult to dispose of them after 
their sacrifices. Upon the whole we must 
insist that the convention should come 
west of the Mississippi. If the committee 
will promptly settle upon St: Louis, we 
will hasten up the work on th2 Southern 
Hotel and there will be no lack of accom- 
modation when the delegates arrive.

A GREAT literary treat is in store for the 
public. To-morrow, the anniversary of the 
battle of New Orleans and the day known 
in the Democratic calendar as St. Jackson’s 
day, the Cincinnati Commercial will print a 
hand-basket full of matter compiled from 
Old Hickory’s private papers.

quenuty. Patti seemed to betired out. 
have heard various persons who were present 
on that occasion express an opinion that she 
was under the influence of liquor, others that 
she was worn out. Icould notsay whether 
they were drunk or not. I don’t know wheth- 
erthey had any liquoror not. De Munck 
seemed alittle nervous, others all right. I 
telegraphed Chickering & Co. to cancel their 
contract With the Patti troupe, that I consid- 
ered it more injury than good to havea piano 
with sucha eeny as the Patti troupe, with 
the reputation she had made here. 

I can’t say that Patti, Ve Munck and Ketten 
were undertheinfluence of liquor unless I had 
seenthem drink the liquor.

J. H. Brooks: Iam bill-poster and janitor 
of the new Opera-housc. I was present at the 
(opera-house on the night.of the Patti concert. 
I Was on the stage during the concert attend- 
ing to my duties rolling upthecurtain. Isaw 
four glasses of liquor brought into the Opera- 
house t¥atevening. They were brought in 
and banded or set upon the table in front of 
(arlotta Patti. The liquor so brought in 
Was in two cases Scotch whisky; the other two 
classes Lcaum’tswearto. I brought in one 
uiass, the stage carpenter ene; a colored boy 
4nd an old gentleman belonging to the com- 
pany brought one.

I carried it 
through the east door of the © stage 
entrance. If asked Patti if that was 
strong and hot enough,and she said some- 
thing{to De Munck, her husband. I don’t 
know Whatit was. She then looked up and 
said smiling that that was better. Sine made 
this remark after tasting the liquor. I re- 
mained atthe theater until every one was out 
ofthe house. I stood where I cou!d see her 
ami ithink sbe drank the liquors, at any rate 
apartofthem. She might have left a little 
in the glasges. I saw her drinking the drinks 
/rought bythe others. When Madame Patti 
Was notengaged in singing onthe stage she 
satin her chair by the table. All the drinks I 
saw, fourof them, were placed on this table 
infrontof Patti. The two drinks I don’t 
KNOW so much about were brought after the 
two I do know of. I saw these two last dritfks. 
They looked as though they were in the same 
kind of glasses and looked like the same kind 
of a drink. 

The drinks were ordered and brought in 

and drunk between eight o’clock and half-past 
hine, or before the concert closed at the out- 
side. I noticed the physical condition of Ma- 
dame Patti, and we all thought she was very 
much under the influence of liquor—in other 
words, pretty drunk. Her condition of drunk- 
enness was a subject of general remark by 
those upon the stage—all the help outside of 
the troupe. The effect of the amount of liquor

the last time it took three or four men 
to get her intothe hack and as many to get 
her out again atthe hotel: from her conver- 
sation, he swears, I thought she was intoxi- 
cated or that something else was the matter 
witb her: had my passenger on that occasion 
been an ordinary woman I should have sup- 
posed she was intoxicated: I cannot swear 
positively that Patti was drunk when I took 
her from the theater to the hotel, but that is 
my opinion. 

Joseph F. Brua, owner and barkeeper of the 
Mansion House saloon, testitiedas follows: I 
Was at my saloon on the night ofthe Carlotta 
Patti concert; I sent Patti two bet brandy tod- 
dies at different times; they were as hot and 
strong as I could make them: I sentthem by 
the old Italian who accompanied the troupe; 
he informéd me particularly each time that 
they were for Mme. Patti: this man and 
another belonging to the troupe erdered 
drinks for themselves __ straight whis- 
ky, and drank them _ at =the bar; 
the drinks which the old man 
said were for Patti werein each case hot 
brandy toddies, and were 1s hot and strong 
as I could make them; both times he carried 
the drinks from the saloon to the theater: 
each time he took a drink himself at the bar, 
straight whisky; they abandoned my place 
after that for some othersaloon; every one of 
the audience that came into my saloon that 
evening remarked that Patti was drunk; ev- 
ery one that spoke of her said she was drunk.

How They Are Organized and Car- 
ried On.

How Much Money It Takes to Pay the 
Expenses — The Sources From 
Which Moody and Sankey 
Draw Their Support. 


Moody and Sankey, the evangelists, whoare 
holding a series of meetings here now, are 
probably the most celebrated and successfal 
relgious revivalists in the wogsld. For 
a numberof years, the most won- 
derful results have followed their labors 
both inthis country and in England. Mr. 
Sankey, of course, pretends to be nothing but 
a singer, but Mr. Moody isa preacher who 
bas addressed larger audiencestban Whit- 
field ever did and has probably’ con- 
verted more people than any 
other evangelist of modern times. 
The two, Moody and Sankey, seem to have be- 
come inseparable, and, in the religious world, 
theirnames are as readily associated with 
each other as those of Gilbert and Sullivan 
are in the musical world. Whatever may be 
the opinion people have of these re- 
ligious workers, it canvot be denied 
that they succeed in making a profound im- 
pression In every community they visit, and it 
is interesting to observe the methods by which 
they organize and carry on their great revival 
movements. Mr. Moody is not a great orator 
nor even an_ ordinary scholar, and 
it is not by mere preaching 
that he stirs up the people and 
makes his converts. There are a thousand 
menin the United States who can preach 
much more eloquently. Mr. Moody depends 


upon 

MANY AGENCIES, 
which he always sets in operation wherever 
he goes. First, he employs the singing of his 
brother Sankey; then he enlists the co-opera- 
ation of the ministers of the community, and 
finally hegets the members of the various 
churchesto goto work. He first gets up a 
kind of arevival in the churches themselves, 
and then begins to operate on the outside 
world. 

Amopvg other inqutries on this subject made 
of a well known minister yesterday, the re- 
porter of the POsT-DISPATCH asked: 

**Iiow did Moody and Sankey come to St. 
Louis?’? 

‘Partly of theirown account and partly 
bv invitation. They had some correspondence 
with the members of the. Evangelical Alliance 
here ang the X¥. M. C. <A... and = fie 
nally they said they proposed to come 
to St. Louis and see what thev could do. Of 
course, We were giad to see thein come, but 
they are not here under the auspices of any 
particular committee, church, society or 
other organizution.’’ 

Mr. Moody bas come to stav here six 
months and has now been here six 
weeks. He is just now beginning to 
develop his method of work, and while 
he Was notinvited to come here by any per- 
sonin particular, he has already succeeded 
in securing the co-operation of nearly all the 
Protestant ministers of the city. He first di- 
vided the eity into five districts, putting so 
many churches into each district 
lie then organized enquiry meet- 
ings—that is, meetings to Which 
all should come who want to consult about 
their spiritual condition. These inquiry meet- 
ings are presided over ina general wav by 
wi Moody, but he delegates other ministers 

dilay membeas todo most Of the actual 
work. One of his principal workers here now 
is a younyz man from Boston, who was con- 
verted by Mr. Moody two or three 
years ago. He has an independent fortune 
and has concluded to devote himself to religi- 
ous affairs in the above named practical man- 
ner. Whenever it appears that a visitor to 
these fngtiry meetings has been converted, 


he orsheis allowed to go and join whatever 


particular church may be chosen. Mr. Moody 
himself has 
NO PARTICULAR CHURCH, 

and does not bother himself as to how 
his converts distribute themselves. Most 
ofthem are divided up among the Methodists, 
Baptists, Presbyterians and Congregation- 
alists. The Episcopalians do not take much 
partin these revivals, nor do the Unitarians, 
who are regarded as_ sufliciently orthodox. 
The revival now in progress has not yet been 
very fruitful inconverts, but those connected 
with it say the result is satisfactory, as 
most of the work done so far 
has been for the purpose of stirring up the 
church members, in which verv satisfactory 
headway has been made. The campaign 
against the outside world is now to commeuce 
in earnest. 

Of course, it takes a good deal of money to 
carry on these mectings. It seems that 
when it was settled that Moody

MORNING PRAYER MEETING. 


Conducted by Mr. Moody and Numer- 
ous Ministers of the City. 

Dr. Ganse’s church,the First Presbyterian, 
on the corner of Fourteenth and Lucas place, 
was the scene of the first of the union morning 
prayer meetings conducted by Mr. Moody. The 
meeting was announced to open at 10 o’clock, 
but some minutes elapsed after that hour be- 
fore Mr. Moody, accompanied by quite 
a number of ministers, appeared upon the 
raised platform at the end of the church. Mr. 
Moody requested the people in the church to 
come forward, as the congregation did not fill 
the edifice, and as soon as everybody was set- 
tled he announced the 176th hymn: 

Guide me, oh thou great Jehovah, 
Pilgrim through this barren land, 
Iam weuk, but thou art wighty, 
Hold me with thy powerful hand, 
Bread of Heaven, 
Feed me till I want no more. 

When the hymn was sung, and after silent 
prayer, Dr. Brooks addressed the assembly. 
He said that the greatest danger to a Christian 
was when he thought all things were 
going well. Hethen spoke of David’s visi- 


torsin the wilderness, and compared them | 


to Christians in St. Lovis, making some fine 
points inthe course of his remarks, whieh 
evidently created a stir among the listeners. 
Constant arrivals had by this time filled the 
platform with eminent divines and the body 
of the church with listeners. Right behind 
Mr. Moody were some twenty or thirty 
ministers, among whom were 
Rey. Drs. Post, Brank, Lewis. Wilson, Por- 
teus, Falconer, Brookes, Marquis, Boyd, Fel- 
ton, Hughey, Ganse, W. K. Marshall, 
Thomas Marshall, Niccolls, Lofton, 
Goodell, Nesbitt, of Marshall, Mo., Davis, of 
East St. Louis, Harwood, of Elleardsville, 
Tudor, Wright, Watts and others. 

A general invitation was extended to any 


‘one who wished either to pray or to sing to 


rise up and free their mind, and the responses 
were numerous. From tbe platform upon 
which the ministers were seated and from the 
chancel constant petitions were offered, and 
snatches of old hymns which were taken up 
and sung bv every voice in the _ tem- 
ple. At the conclusion of the story 
of the rescue of a St. Louis bar-keeper which 
was told by one of the gentlemen counected 
with the Y¥. M.C. A. Mr. Moody arose and 
said: ‘**We thank thee, oh Lord, for this 
special mercy thou hast shown thy servant. 
Oh Savior, put thine arms about this brother 
and draw him close to thee. Give us some 
souls to-day, oh Father; let not our work be 
unfruitful. Help us to watch and to pray. 
Ob God, thou’ art coming very near 
to us here in St. Louis; make us to De wholly 
thine; let thy blessing come upon us.*’ 

The doxology was then sung, and after ben- 
ediction by the Rey. Dr. Post the congregation 
was dismissed.

A crowd again coliected at the east front 
door of the Court-house at noon to-day to 
witness the difficult feat which was 
announced by Mr. Chambers—the 
sale of the old Dispatch. The 


assembly was not so large as upon the first 
occasion. Neither was it soconfident of seeing 


a sale. Mr. Chambers himself was early 
upon the field of action, in close consultation 
with 2 friend, and Judge Lanham, 
Col. Knapp, Mr. Hyde and a number 
of newspaper men were also on hand. As 
usual, two or three sales under deed of trust 
opened the proceedings, and after everybody 
bad almost given him up Mr. Sutton, the 
trustee, appeared. He had a hasty consultation 
with Judge Lauham in the door of the Assess- 
or’s oflice, and immediately came forward 
and made his bow. He said that he * ‘was 
sorry to haye detained the crowd so long and 
so uselessly, as, at the requestof the legal 


holder’? 
‘*‘Postponement of course,’’ said a bystand- 


er; ‘*I knew it.’’ 

‘**At the request of the legal boider of the 
note Ladjourn this sale, not for a week, but 
sine die, forever.’’ 

**Well,’’ said Mr. Pulitzer, coming for- 
ward, ‘‘let me make a statement. I declare 
here that the allegation made in the adver- 
tisen.ent under which this sale 
is called is a falsehood because 
it purports to sell something which can not be 
sold. 1 don’t mean this to apply to you, Mr. 
Sutton, because you are a gentiemin.’? 
There was a marked and rather significant 
emphasis upon these two ‘‘yous.’’ ‘‘It is 
stated there that the telegraphic franchise 
of the Dispatch will be sold here to-day. 
Now look at this,’’ and 
Mr. Pulitzer exhibited the engraved certifi- 
cate issued by the Western Associated Press, 
beantifully embellished and -adorned, and 
bearing the signature of Murat Halstead and 
other oflicers of the association. The document 
was a transfer of the old DISPATCH franchise 
and a new certificate, which of course virtu- 
ally declares Mr. Chambers’ claim utterly 
preposterous and fraudulent and establishes 
conclusively the fact that he has nothing to 
sell. ‘*L want you all to look at this,’’ he 
continued, ‘*and see exactly the falsehood of 
the published statement.” 

The production of the certificate caused 
quite a stir among the crowd, because, al- 
though it was Known that the POST-DISPaTCH 
had a new;certificate,it Was not apparently un- 
derstood how thoroughly the paper secured 
Mr. Pulitzer’s right to receive the tele- 
grams of the Western Associated Press, 
without any censideration as to who might 
hold the old and lapsed certificaté. The case 
in a nutshell might be stated thus: the Post- 
DISPATCH is not receiving telegrams upon a 
certificate held by Mr. Chambers = any 
more than it is receiving them 
upon sutchers and Drovers’ scrip, 
and the transfer of that certificate affects the 
paper just about as much as would the trans- 
fer ofa piece of real estate in Quebec.
